Family plays a big part in 
JJ’s BBQ. Walker grew up 
watching her father and 
grandfather smoke whole 
hogs and worked in the res- 
taurant business before 
branching out on her own. 

The walk-up-only restau- 
rant is manned by family

Walker’s adopted son, Jo- 
siah. 

Walker, who works full 
time for the Department of 
Corrections, said her next 
goal is to build a dine-in res- 
taurant.

Governor encourages Alabamians to complete the 2020 Census report

A press summit held 
Tuesday morning, July 21, 
Alabama 
Governor Kay Ivey and 
others urging citizens to 
complete their Census 2020 
report. 

“The 2020 Census is 
critical to our state,” 
Governor Ivey said. “At 
current response numbers 
we remain at serious risk of 
losing [legislative] 
representation and federal 
funding.” 


The governor said 
statewide, Alabama 
currently has a 59.8 percent 
response rate for the 
self-report time of the 2020 
Census. She said that is two 
percentage points behind

the national response rate. 

“We can and must do 
better,” Ivey said. “Sixty 
percent just won’t get it! 
There is still time to 
self-report.” 

She said losing federal 
funding could mean less 
money for schools, roads, 
and other federally funded 
programs the state and its 
people currently have in 
place. 

Kenneth Boswell, 
chairman of the Alabama 
Counts! 2020 census 
committee, said everyone 
realizes the COVID-19 
pandemic had 
overshadowed the focus on 
the Census this year, but he 
said there needs to be a 


continued push now to be 


sure Alabamians are 
completing and returning 
their Census information. 
“We are making a push 
now because this Census 
information will impact us 
for the next 10 years,” 
Boswell said. “Right now, 
we would lose one, if not

two, representatives at the 
federal level for our state 
with the current response.” 

Marilyn Stephens, the 
assistant regional manager 
for the Census Bureau’s 
Atlanta Region, said 
Alabama is leading many 
states in the region with 
response, but there is still 
room to improve the 
numbers before Census 
workers are asked to start 
making door-to-door 
contacts. 

On Aug. 11th we will 
start knocking on doors to 


get the Census 
questionnaire completed,” 
Stephens said. “Today, 


however, is the day to 
respond and complete the 
questionnaire ahead of time 
to prevent that knock at 
your door.” 

Ivey said Census 
workers going door-to-door 
beginning Aug. 11th would 
play an important role in 
helping Alabama maintain 
its federal funding and 
representation. She said 
these workers would help 
increase the state’s overall 
census reporting numbers. 

For instance, the 
governor said in 2010 the 
self-report rate for Alabama 
was 62.5 percent, and that 
percentage increased to a

So, we each should make it a point not to 
unconsciously shy away from associating with those 
who have suffered the pains of COVID-19 and lived to 
tell about it.

On Saturday, July 11, 
2020, my childhood neigh- 
borhood in Elba, Alabama, 
celebrated a milestone: the 
100th birthday of a woman 
who is affectionately known 
as “Mother Smith.” 

A celebratory convoy of 
cars lined up for a birthday 
parade in her honor. The 
lineup included several gen- 
erations of family and friends 
who waved and blew their 
horns in tribute to a woman 
who had touched countless 
lives and hearts. 

Mary Liza Smith, whose 
actual birth date was July 13, 
is something of an icon in the 
Mulberry Heights com- 
munity. Having grown up 
there, I remember her as one 
of the people whose presence 
was larger than life. 

She and her husband, Otis, 
raised seven children in their 
home that was centrally lo- 
cated in the neighborhood. 
She not only nurtured and 
watched over her own chil- 
dren, but like so many of the 
women in Mulberry Heights 
at that time, she also had a 
hand in helping to “raise” 
most of us who were blessed 
to grow up in The Heights. 

Mother Smith was: one of 
the self-appointed sentinels 
who would stop the children 
of my generation as we 
passed her house and ask, 
“Does your Mama know 
where you are?” 

Even though we might 
have resented those mini in- 
terrogations back then, we 
can appreciate now how 
women like her helped to 
keep us safe. 

I always think of her with 
great fondness. 

Actually, if you have ever 
known Mother Smith, you 
would probably find it very 


difficult to forget her pierc- 
ing voice and her trademark 
smile. While she has faced 
her share of troubles in life, 
she still is known to pro- 
claim, “God has been good 
to me!” 

A woman of great faith, 
Mother Smith is a longtime 
member of Harris Temple 
Church of God in Christ. She 
shares her love for God and 
for her church family with 
whoever will listen. During 
services, she is one of the 
first ones to take to the floor 
to “shout” in praise to God, 
and she still tries to be on 
hand to assist with the Evan- 
gelism Department’s food 
and clothing distribution 
ministry. 

Her age may have slowed 
her down a bit, but it cer- 
tainly has not stopped her. 

I saw Mother Smith a few 
weeks ago as we waited out- 
side a hospital in Florida. As 
I stood near the car in which 
she sat, an emergency heli- 
copter arrived to bring a pa- 
tient. 

She looked up in awe as 
the aircraft hovered and then 
landed on the roof of the 
building. She asked me what 
was happening. When I told 
her, her face lit up in 
wonder. 

“Well, isn’t that some- 
thing? I never saw anything 
like it before,” she said as she 
beamed that beautiful smile. 

She watched until the 
blades stopped spinning. Her 
face grew solemn, and she 
seemed to be lost in thought 
for a moment. When she 
spoke again, she gave me a 
few words of wisdom that 
we all would do well to fol- 
low as we face the current 
global pandemic. 

“You know, these are 
some perilous times we’re 
living in. We need to pray 
and get closer to God. He’s 
going to bring us through 
this. Yes, He is.”

We still have time, 
but it is crucial that all 
Alabamians are accounted 
for with the 2020 Census.”

Winners and Losers 


Ray Charles popularized a song years ago, which was ti- 
tled, “Born to Lose.” The words of the song were along 
these lines: 

“Born to lose, I’ve lived my life in vain, 
All my dreams have only brought me pain... 
Born to lose, and now I’m losing you.” 

It is understood that many people sang the song because 
they liked the tune, liked Ray Charles, or identified with 
some of the adversity mentioned in the song. 

However, the concept of determinism in the song and the 
resultant pessimism are often encountered, Many people re- 
spond to adversity by capitulating their ability and right to 
overcome the hardship. They simply say, “It was meant to 
be.” 

The many injunctions in the Bible which urge us to en- 
dure hardship, overcome evil with good, and win personal 
moral, physical and spiritual victories cause one to doubt 
any complete determinism by God or the “fates.” 

The examples of people who got out of ruts of sin, wrong, 
and failure also contradict the idea that just because one was 
a loser yesterday, he must remain a loser. With faith in God, 
“ Nothing shall be impossible unto you.” (Matthew 
17: 20b) 

Experiences in life should teach us that we do have some- 
thing to contribute to situations we face. It is a pitiful thing 
to see a young student fail a test and resign himself to the 
idea that he is a loser. It is heartbreaking to hear a capable 
child say, “Some people are meant to be smart and others 
aren’t.” On the other hand, it is inspiring to see a student 
who has not been doing well commit himself to be a diligent 
student. 

The idea that what a person does has a direct bearing on 
his life situation is a concept that affects every area of life. 
More marriages would work if people worked more at their 
marriages. A promotion is more likely to come if an em- 
ployee applies himself to his job. The applications are end- 
less. 

Does the attitude of being “born to win” or “born to lose” 
have much to do with success in life? It definitely does. It 
is not the only consideration for any given success story, 
but it is an element which must be “factored in.” 

The apostle Paul provided a good example of a person 
with the winning attitude when he declared he could do all 
things through Christ who gave him strength. (Phil. 4:23)

Secretary of State extends absentee 
voting for August Municipal Elections 


Secretary of State John 
H. Merrill extended the 
opportunity for anyone 
concerned about 
COVID-19 to apply for and 
cast an absentee ballot for 
the upcoming municipal 
elections. 

At the request of the 
Alabama League of 
Municipalities on behalf of 
all Alabama municipalities 
scheduled to hold an 
election in 2020, Merrill 
authorized anyone 
concerned about 
contracting or spreading 
COVID-19 to cast an 
absentee ballot in order to 
avoid the polls on Election 
Day. 

Any qualified voter who 
determines it is impossible 
or unreasonable to vote at 
their polling place shall be 
eligible to check the box on 
the absentee ballot 
application that is most 
applicable to that 

\ individual. State law allows 
\ the Secretary of State to 
\issue absentee voting 

guidance during declared 
states of emergency, 
allowing Secretary Merrill 
to encourage voters to 
check the box which reads 
as fol;ows (in the case none 


of the boxes are 
appropriate): “I have a 
physical illness or infirmity 
which prevents my 
attendance at the polls. [ID 
REQUIRED)” 

“We appreciate the 
Secretary of State’s Office 
collaborating with ALM to 
address these extraordinary 
circumstances as we head 
into municipal elections,” 
said Greg Cochran, League 
of Municipalities Executive 
Director. “Ensuring all 
Alabamians have a voice 
through their vote is 
imperative to the success of 
our state.” 

For the August 25 
municipal elections, the 
deadline to register to 
vote is Monday, August 
10, the deadline to submit 
an absentee ballot 
application is Thursday, 
August 20, and the 
deadline to hand-deliver 
an absentee ballot is the 
close of business Monday, 
August 24. If an absentee 
ballot is returned by mail, 
it must be postmarked by 
August 24 and received 
by noon on August 25. 

If necessary, runoff 
elections will be held on 
Tuesday, October 6.

The Elba Housing Au- 
thority is currently searching 
for landlords in Elba and the 
surrounding area. 

Because of an inadequate 
number of suitable houses on 
the program, approximately 
20 families or individuals 
who have been qualified for 
the program are still search- 
ing for a place to live at any 
given time. 

“The problem is due in 
part to a loss of housing in- 
ventory in the 2015 Christ-

Children need healthy meals to learn. Coffee County Schools offers healthy meals every school day. Breakfast costs $1.00 lunch 
costs $2.25. Your children may qualify for free meals or for reduced price meals. Reduced price is $.30 for breakfast and $.40 for 
lunch. Below are some common questions and answers to help you with the application process. 


4. WHO CAN GET FREE OR REDUCED PRICE MEALS? 

+ All children in households receiving benefits from Alabama SNAP, the Food Distribution Program on Indian

Changes announced 


The 2020-2021 hunting 
season will bring big 
changes for white-tailed 
deer hunters in a few parts 
of Alabama with the crea- 
tion of two new deer zones. 
The newly created zones D 
and E will allow hunters to 
gun hunt before and during 
the peak of the rut (deer 
breeding season) in those 
locations. 

Zone D includes areas in 
Cullman, Franklin, Law- 
rence and Winston counties. 
Zone E includes areas in 
Barbour, Calhoun, Cleburne 
and Russell counties, Ar- 
chery season for zones D 
and E will open on October 
1, 2020. Gun deer season 
for antlered bucks will open 
in both zones on November 

"7, 2020. Antlered bucks can 
be taken in zones D and E 
through January 27, 2021. 
The unantlered deer harvest 
dates differ between zones 
D and E, and both zones 
close to unantlered deer har- 
vest earlier in January. 

Archery deer season 
opens in zones A, B and C 
on October 15, 2020. For 
complete deer season dates 
and zone information, 
visit www.outdoorala- 
bama.com/seasons-and- 


bag-limits/deer-season. 

In Alabama, the peak of 
the rut varies throughout the 
state. This is due, in part, to 
deer restocking efforts that 
occurred decades ago. Deer 
population data collected 
over the last 25 years by Al- 
abama Division of Wildlife 
and Freshwater Fisheries 
(WFF) biologists is leading 
to a better understanding of 
the state’s deer population. 
That data is also providing 
improved hunting opportu- 
nities, including the fine- 
tuning of the state’s deer

hunting zones to allow 
hunters to hunt the peak of 
the rut statewide. 

Hunters are reminded to 

record their deer harvest be- 
fore moving the animal 
using a paper harvest record 
or through Game Check in 
the Outdoor AL smartphone 
app. If using the paper har- 
vest record in the field, 
hunters must still report 
their harvest within 48 
hours through Game Check 
using the Outdoor AL app 
or online at outdoorala- 
bama.com. 
DOVE SEASON COMES 
EARLY THIS YEAR 
Dove season for the North 
Zone will open on Labor 
Day weekend this year, a 
week earlier than in pre- 
vious years. Both the north 
and south zones feature split 
seasons. 

This year’s North Zone 
dove season will open 
on September 5 and run 
through October 25 for the 
first segment. Hunters on 
opening day can hunt from 
noon until sunset. After 
opening day, hunting is al- 
lowed from one-half hour 
before sunrise until sunset. 
The second segment 
runs November 21-29, and 
the final segment is set 
for December 
12 through January 10, 
2021. 

The South Zone season 
opens on September 12 and 
runs through November 1. 
The final two segments mir- 
ror the North Zone dates. 
The daily bag limit is 15 
birds of either mourning 
doves or white-winged 
doves or a combination of 
the two. 

Registration for the 
state’s youth dove hunts 
will open in August 2020. 


In ‘Centennial’ season 


The Elba Tigers will 
make the jump back into 
Class 2A this season after 
two years in the 1A ranks, 
but will move into unfamil- 
iar territory as a member of 
Region 2, and will face a 
schedule that includes only 
three teams that were on the 
schedule a year ago.
